It is his Majelty’s pleafure, that the 
above fentence be given out in public 
orders; that officers being convin- 
ced, that neither high birth, nor great 
employments, can thelter offences of 
fuch a nature ; and that feeing they are 
fubjeét to cenfures much worle than 
death, to aman who has any fenfe of 
honour, they may avoid the tatal con- 
fequences arifing from dilobedience of 
orders.

tually running from church to church 
in fearch of indulgencies ; whereas they 
neither know the nature of indulgence, 
nor the neceffary qualifications for ob- 
taining it: who put more confidence in 
their own private devotions, in the ve- 
neration they pay to fome faint, or to 
his image, than in she merits of Chri; 
notwithitandinp it is in him alone that 
we are to obtain falvation : whofe con- 
ferences are more hurt by their traul- 
prefling the rulcs of fome fraternity, 
than the ten conimandments of God. 

J with thefe and the like errors were 
not chieily introduced through the fault 
ot thofe preachers, who little care what 

+ how they teach the hearer, if they 
can but expofe their trumpery to laity 
keeping the wares of a better fort hid 
from ficht. In the calamitous times, 
when the church of God in our native 
Germany was fo bafely rent alunder, oof

ter, which he had put in his pocket, he 
punCtually delivered to the perlon tor 
whom it was direéted; who atking, 
i it came to be fo wet ? he made no 
reply, but carried back the anfwer to 
Lierganes, with his ufual exa@nets. 

J ftature he was fix feet, very little 
more or lefs, mufcular, and well thaped, 
with a red, rough fkin, and his nails 
worn, as if eaten down with faltpetre. 
He always went barefoot: if cloaths 
were given him, he put them on ; if not, 
he was as indifferent about apparel as 
about fhoes. If they prefented him 
with victuals, he took and ate them up; 
if not, he never alked any: fo that he 
feemed quite inanimated with refpe& to 
reafon, infenfible as to obedience, and 
quite mute in regard to tpeech except 
the few words mentioned above, which 
he fometimes pronounced, though with- 
out meaning. 

This 1 can certify, as I knew him, 
When a boy, he delighted in fithing, 
and in being in the river that pailes by 
Lierganes : he was then a preat {wime 
mer, and enjoyed all his faculties. 

All that has been related is the truth, 
according to the tcftimony of his bro- 
thers, the prieft, Don Thomas, and 
John, who is {till alive 5; and every cire 
cumitance, differing from this account, 
is falfe, as that of his having fcales on 
his body; and that the prodigy pros 
ceeded from his mother’s curfe. In this 
condition, the faid young man, Fran- 
cifco de la Vega, ftaid at home in his 
mother’s houfe for nine years, and then 
difappeared, without its being ever 
known what became of him; though it 
was faid foon after he was mifling, that 
a native of Lierganes had been feen in 
a certain port of the Afturias: but this 
report was without foundation. 

The above narrative, tranfmitted by 
the Marquis de Valbuena, was foon af- 
ter, in every part, confirmed by Don 
Gafpar Melchor de la Kiba Aguero, 
knight 
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knight of the order of St Jago, native 
of Gajano, about halt a league from 
Lierganes, in a letter to his fon-in-law 
Don Diego Antonio de la Gandera Ve- 
Jardc, refiding in this city, who did me 
the favour to make inquiry of this 
knight; and he declared, that he had 
Several times fecn the tubject of this hi- 
ftory in brs houle, and given him vietuals 
with bis own hands. The whole of the 
fiory was hkewile confirmed to me by 
another knight, called Don Pedro Dio- 
mviio de Rubalcava, native of Solares, 
in the neighbourhood o Lierganes, who 
likewile caretully examined this ttrange 
phzuomenon; and to hin] owe the 
knowledpe of this circumttance.

To avoid fall- 
ing trom the top of a wagyon-load of 
corn, Which he had like to have done, 
he took the refolution to jump off, and 
coming to the ground upon his feet ina 
ttraddling pofture, he immediately tell 
down, fecling violent pain in the hip.

count he gave of the accident. 

Examining him as he lay in bed, | 
perceived a remarkable hollow at the 
part ot the preat srochanter ; the knee 
could not be brought to approach the 
other; the mulcles beneath the groin, 
where his principal pain lay, telt very 
tenfe; upon bending the thigh, hich 
I did a little, though it increafed hs 
pain, no grating like a fraéture was ous 
coverable. From all which circum 
tances judped that the thigh was le 
mated mmwards. 

So extraordinary an occurrence (tor 
indced it was quite new to me) it 
duced me to write word of it to Mr 
Page, fenior furpeon of the hofpital 
who happening to be in the way, am 
to the infirmary. This gentleman likes 
wile examined the patient, and was 1a 
tistied of the truth of what i had reper 
ed to him. ; 

We then proceeded to reduction 4 
the following manner.

In 

this potture, after a pretty {trong ex- 

tenfion fur about two minutes, I preffed 

the knee towards the other, when the 
bone was heard fuddenty to fnap in, the 
cavity difappesred, and the man expreii+ 
ed his gratitude tor immediate eate. 

The firtt dretling confitted of the com- 
mon defenfitive with bandage ;  after- 
wards tomentations were apphed twice 
a-day, embrocating with dniment. ja- 
cach time. In lefs than a week 
(controry indeed to direétion) the pa- 
tint got out of bed, and finding him- 
{elf able to walk, I permitted him to 
traverfe the ward, in a flow and gentle 
manner, with the help of a crutch. 
The forenets and {tiffnefs of the joint a- 
bated duly, he foon became capable of 
wilking in the {treets, and on Decem- 
ber 19. defired to be difcharged, when 
he walked home to Keynfham. The 
!mb teemed a little longer than the o- 
ther.

They are to 
love from approbation, to protec trim 
honour, and to indulge from genecio- 
lity : and they only acquit themifelves 
ri ightly as men, when they fa'rly 
their own dignity and power, and fiffer 
themfelves to be actuated by no interior 
niotives. 
All the great concerns of life fall a2- 
turally w! ithin their province. Formed 
with a ftrenpth of body, and endowed 
with a fortitude of mind, for fuch pur- 
poles, they take upon themielves the 
daties of prot tecting and fupporting, at 
the hazard of their lives, and the rilk 
of their perfonal freedom. They who 
labour and venture every thing in the 
province of providers for, and mutt pere 
fonally be anfwerable for the milina- 
nagement of families, nature and rea 
muft determine fhould be gover:

PANTINOPLE, of Feb, 7. by the 

way of France, things were then in uch 
a terment at the Porte, that a revolu- 
tion was apprehended. It has been the 
han ible policy of the ‘Turkith empe- 
rors, tur feveral generations, to facri- 
lives of their brothers to their 
Muftapha, the prefent Em- 

peror, on his acceflion to the throne ia 
17-9, foared the life of his brother Bu- 
jazet, but confined him in the palace 
called the Odd Seragdie, where he want- 
ed tor nothing but his liberty. He had 
feveral women allowed him, who had 
ftlla great fhare of beauty left, bus 
wore judged to be paft childbearing.

Pruilia, with the confent of his Britan- 
nic Majetty, has alked the King of 
DENMARK'S mediation to accommodate 
his differences withSwEpen. Aletter 
from Stockholm of April ii. is as tol- 
lows. * This court is {till full of ca- 
bals. One party is for peace; and the 
other labours ttrenuou!ly to continue the 
war. The latter, who have fuffered 
confiderably Ly the delertion of a fena- 
tor who is gone over to the former, fup- 
port themlelves with the greater difli- 
culty, as the court of Denmark is at 
great pains to bring about an accom- 
modation between Sweden and Pruilia. 
Little regard would be paid to the me- 
diation of the court of Copenhagen, it 
the refulal of the good ofhces proitered 
by that court could not be attended 
with dangerous confequences; but the 
court-party reprefent this mediation in 
another light. They pive out, that 
there is a negotiation upon the carpet 
between the hings of Denmark and 
Pruflia, and that the neutrality of the 
former will ceafe as foon as it is known 
that his good offices are rejected.’ 
Though peace has been tor fome time 
much talked of, the warlike prepara- 
tions in GERMANY are amazingly preat ; 
and it is feared there will yet be at leaft 
another bloody campaign. In our laft 
we gave an account of the hereditary 
Prince of Brunfwick being on march to- 
wards Caffel, with that body of troops 
of the Allied army which he led into 
Saxony near the end of laft year. The 
Kiag of Prutha has made that prince a 
field-marfhal of his armies, on account 
of his great talents. Before the middle 
of March the hereditary Prince had 
nade a fudden irruption into Franconia, 
particularly the bi hoprick of Wurti- 
burg, in a part of hich he railed hea- 
vy contributions. [It was thought that 
liis defign was to fur i ile the Saxons and 
Wurtembergers. Luz finding them on 
their guard, and ready to be tupported 
by powerful reinforcements which M. 
Broglio was fending them, he was obli- 
ged tod: trom that enterprile. The 
corps which his S. H. left at Fulda, to 
fecure his retreat, marched on the 1gth 
to Neuvhotf; where the refiltance they 
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met with from the French terminated 
their incurfion. ‘hey therefore fell 
back to Folda, and infifled on a ranfom 
of 10,000 florins for that city and coun- 
try. Betides that, they demanded 
400,000 florins, as a compenfation for 
the damage done by the French at Mar- 
burg and Hanan; 36,000 of which was 
actually levied by the 22d, with about 
1000 recruits. The regency promifed 
to piy 100,000 florins monthly, to the 
amount of the whole. After this the 
troops on both fides went agiin into 
quarters. They write from Hano- 
ver, of April 16. that five independent 
battalions then lately arrived from Eng- 
Jand, have been named the lesion of Bri- 
83/2 voluntiers; and that the reinforce- 
ment of Britth horfe and foot which 
tirit went over had marched to Oina- 
burg. According to very late advices, 
Pro Ferdinand of Brunfwick, having ree 
ccived divers reinforcements, was pre- 
paving to attack the French, who did 
Hot appear forward to begin the cam- 
pugn. We are informed, that M. 
Brozlio complains of great jealoufjes a- 
inong feveral of the general officers un- 
ver his command, whom he therefore 
defires to be recalled before he undcre 
take any thing. ———The French tell us, 
that they are to have an army of 30,c00 
inen allembled on the Lower Rhine.

burg lays, that there were near 1009 
men in the Pruflian poft, of whom 300 
were killed, and near as many made 
prifuners, without taking notice of any 
of them being retaken. The many and 
{trong fortifications which his Prutliua 
Majeity has caufed to be eflablithed at 
Leiplick, indicate, that whatever pro. 
{pest he may have of fuccels, yet he wants 
to fecure a place of retreat, in cafe of a 
check or being beaten. His Majefty has 
fent reinforcements from Saxony into 
Silefia; and it would appear that M. 
Daun has done the fame. According 
to late advices the Pruthans had feized 
divers poits near Drefden, which they 
had intrenched and provided with artil- 
lery ; and there was a general motiva 
among the troops on bath fides. 

The operations of war began in Sift- 
Baron 
Goltze, who had four Prutfian batta- 
lions under his command at Newttadt, 
having received intelligence that Gen. 
Laudohn was aflembling a contiderable 
farce to attack him, and being too 
weak to defend the place, determined 
to abandon it, and inarch to Neils. 
Scarcely were his troops out of the 
gates, when they were furrounded by 
greatly fuperior numbers of Auitriaus, 
with Gen. Laudohn at their head; wbo 
twice fummoned them, by found of 
trumpet, to Jay down their arms. Th: 
not being complied with, the Auftriaa 
cavalry made feveral defperate attacks, 
and advanced fix times ona gallop to 
within ten paces of the Praffians; who 
being formed into a kind of fquare, Je 
tended themfelves on all fides, killed 
inany of their enemies, and made then 
retreat in great diforder. But the 
Croats having afterwards taken polit 
fion of a wood, through which the 
roads were very bad, and by the sains 
rendered altnolt impaffable for carria 
ves, they there attacked the Proflians 
all around. A waggon having broke 
cown ina defile, and the Pruffians ot 
thinking proper to ftay ta repair i 
they were obliged to abandon all thet 
were behind un; fo thae five covered 
waggons laden with bopoaige, aud 
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April 1760. 
carts with meal and oats, were loft. 
‘The Proflians made good their retreat, 
but were harrafied as far as Steinau. 
According to the account of this affair 
publthed in the Loudon gazette, the 
Aultrians loft 28 officers, and 1000 pri- 
vate men, killed, wounded, and taken 
prifoners; the Protlians 6 officers, and 
164 private men. They write from 
Berlin, of April 8. that the Auftrians 
hid iovefted Neifs; and from Prague, 
ofthe rath, that Gen. Fouquet had re- 
ceived orders from his Pruffian Majefty, 
to give Gen. Laudohn battle, with all 
the torces he could colleét in Silefia, be- 
fore he fhould be joined by a body of 
Ruflians which was on march to reine 
force him. 
According to advices from Roftock, 
of April16. Gen. Tottleben, with the 
Kutlians, who had advanced a great 
way into the Farther Pomerania, had 
fallen back to the frontiers of Poland, 
to wait for the paflape of that corps of 
his countrymen which he is to join, con- 
{iting of 18,0co infantry. ‘The Pruf- 
fans were advanced to Mezeritz, and 
had cut off a confiderable number of the 
Coflacks in their retreat. ‘The Pruffian 
army de(tined tor the defence of Pome- 
rania was aflembling about Stargard. 
They tellus,that Gen. Tottleben, or Gen. 
Fermor, with an army of about 30,000 
Rutlians, in whole, will endeavour to pe- 
netrate thro’ Pomerania till he join the 
Swedes; but that the grand army, to be 
vader the command of Gen. Count Sol- 
nkoil, is to allemble on the Oder. The 
army which is to oppofe Gen. Soltikoff is 
ailembling near Francfort on the Oder, 
and Pr. Henry of Prufha is faid to have 
arrived at Berlin the 21 of April, in or- 
der to go and take the command of it. 
We are informed, that the Savedes 
had attempted, early in April, to throw 
a bridge over the Pene; but that fome 
detachments of Pruffians, who timely 
appeared on the banks of that river, 
prevented the execution of their defign. 
Private letters from Ratisbon fay, that 
the winifters there are extremely an- 
ious about the firft operations of the 
Campaign ; fince, if ete be in any de- 
&'°¢ favourable for the King of Pruffia, 
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an oppolition will be immediately form 
ed in the diet, in reference to the acts 
of fovereignty done by the French, the 
exorbitancies of the army of the Em- 
pire, and the extravagant demands for 
the fupport of that army made by the 
Imperial court. 

For fear of the worft, the Queen of 
Proffia, and the royal family, have re- 
moved from Berlin to Magdeburg; to 
which fortrefs have alfo been carried all 
the molt valuable effects belonging to 
his Majefty at Potzdam and Berlin, and 
the archives of the whole electorate of 
Brandenburg, in twenty-eight wapgons, 
each drawn by fix horfes, 

On the 24th of March, while the 
Landgrave of Hee was at dinner with 
fome of his mivillers, one Gregory, ine 
ipector of the lamps at Caflel, torced in- 
to the hall, and thoving by the pages, 
took the Landgrave by the throat, 
at the fame time pronouncing fome 
words, amoung which he jumbled cer 
tain paflages of {cripture ; with a partis 
cular account of which we have not yet 
been fayoured. The noblemen who 
were at dinner, were in their rage gos 
ing to cut him in pieces; but were 
vented by his Serene Highnels. ‘The 
guards having feized him, he was {trict- 
Jy fearched ; but vo otlenfive weapon 
was feund about him. While under 
examination, he conftantly athrmed, 
that he never had any thoughts of doing 
the Landgrave the leaft harm; that had 
he been bent upon mifchief, fome offen- 
five weapon would have been found up- 
on him; that what he had faid to his 
Highnefs, he had been impelled to fay 
by the infpiration of the Spirit; and 
that he found himielf in the fame cafe 
with other prophets of the Lord, who 
had received fimilar orders. Sentence 
was pafled on him the 4th of April, 
namely, confinement for life in the houte 
of correction, and at his entrance to re- 
ceive the ufual welcome. We are 
told, that the French, on account of 
the Landprave’s proteflion of religien, 
imagined they might have got him per- 
fuaded to embrace a neutrality in the 

prefent war; but on a trial found them- 
{elves difappointed.

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They write from Napres, that in 
the ruins of Herculaneum there has late- 
ly been found a ftatue of white marble, 
feven feet high, of exquifite workman- 
fhip, which, as far as can be judged trom 
the attitude, and fome charaSers half 
detaced on the bottom of the pedettal, 
reprefents the famous fybil of Cuma.—— 
Advices of March 18, bear, that the ee 
ruptions of mount Velauvius were more 
violent than ever, and that the /ava 
had deftroyed the greatett part of the 
neighbouring country. 

Letters from feveral parts of Italy in- 
form, that the SarpinraNn minifter at 
Naples had left that court precipitate- 
'y, and that orders had been fent to the 
Neapolitan minifter at Turin to depart 
immediately. Advices diredtly from 
Naples confirm the thing in part, and 
fav, that though the Sardiniay minifter 
had taken leave of his Sicthan Majefty, 
it was pretty apparent that fome mif- 
underftinding or difcontent was the 
reafon of the double recall; with which 
they natorably combine the military pre- 
parauions making in Spain, and the 
Jarge body of troops aflembled in Cata- 
fonia. A letter trom Naples, dated A- 
prilr. is as follows. The laft cou- 
rier from Spain mutt have brought foine 
important difpatches, becaufe the coun- 
cil of the regency met extraordinarily, 
and when it broke up, two orders were 
immediately given out; the firft injoin- 
ing all the officers to get their field-e- 
quipage ready, and the fecond diredting 
them to complete their refpedive reci- 
ments of horfe and foot by the rit of 
May next. We learn moreover, that 
the force which his Catholic Majefty js 
determined to fend into Italy, will con- 
fit of three thips of the line and-thir- 
teen frigates, on board of which will 
be imharked Scco men. Thefe, it is 
4aid, are deitined to cover the territo- 
ties Which his Catholic Majefly intends 
to preferve for his brother the Infant 
Don Philip.” Another letter from the 
fame capital makes the Spanith troops to 
be tranfported to Italy amount to 33,000 
men; and feveral advices bear, that the 
hing of Sardinia ison the point of con-

powers, to fupport his rights and claims 
in Italy. 

His Sardinian Majefty has agreed 
with the court of France on an exchange 
of territory, by which the latter cede 
to thetormer the valley of Barcelonerta, 
tor the land of Balon, containing leven. 
teen villages and tour churches; which 
arrangement, fay our letters from Tp- 
rin, will be very convenient tor both 
powers, by rounding their dominions 
that before lay intangled, and cutting 
off the retreat of robbers and {mugylers, 
who by flying from one ftate to another, 
could not be feized without violating 
the territory of one of the two powers, 
This affair had been fixteen years on the 
tapis. 

From VeNIcE we have advice, that 
a very fingular phenomenon in me- 
dicine employs the attention of their 
phylicians; a main aged twenty-one 
years, much troubled with convullions, 
having been cured by applying to hie 
arm a loaditone of eight ounces. 

Letters trom Spain, dated Feb. 5. 
advife, that his Catholic Majeity bad 
fent notice to the Jefuits in South Ame- 
rica, that their whole order quit 
the dominions of Paraguay in a limited 
time. They write from Lifvon, of 
March 27. that by a veilel trom the 
Brazils they had learned, that on Oe. 
1. there was an ob{tinate engigement 
between the onited forces of Spain and 
Portugal on one fide, and the Indians 
of St Sacrament, or Paraguay, on the 
other; that vi€tory was long doubtful, 
but at length declared in favour of the 
former; which they hoped at Lifbon 
would remove the ob{tructions to the ex- 
change of territory between them and 
the Spaniards agreed upon feveral years 
apo [xvii xviii, 461.) Among 
the feveral marks of paternal affection 
which his Catholic Majefty hes give?

According to advices trom Gibraltar, 
the ranfom of the crews of the Litch- 
field man of war and trantport, that 
were wrecked on the coalt of the Em- 
eror of Morocco’s dominions, while 
the Britifh {guadron, uncer Com. hep- 
pel, was failing for Goree, in the end 
of 1758, is at laft settled at the fum ot 
22:,coo hard dollars. (xxi. 499. 705. ] 
An earthquake was felt at Lispon 
Jan. 11. and another the next day, ac- 
companied with a fubrerraneous noile. 
On the 17th of February there were 
three different Shocks. Happily there 
wes no damage done. They have 
lately publifhed there, from papers faid 
to be ftolen out of the archives of the 
Vatican, a work that cannot fail to 
give preat diftulte to the court of Rome. 
Jc confifts of a complete hiltory of the 
jelucts in China; from whence it appears, 
that they have made a new religion for 
the peopte of that country, in which as 
much refpeét is fhewn to the morals of 
Contucius as to thofe of the gotpel ; that 
they have indulged them in pra@tices 
sechoned even by the Portugueze to be 
idolatrous; and that the decrees of the 
Popes, condemning their corrupt doc- 
trines and joole diicipline, have becn 
Cilregarded and defpifed by thefe mif- 
fonaries, who become all things to 
aliimen, to ferve their own purpofes. 
——The Bifhop of Elvas has been put 
in poifeffion of the Jetuits college at Lif- 
bou, which he opened fome time ago, 
asa feminary for young ecclefiaftics. 
Our advices from FRANCE for lat 
month have brought very little worth 
hotvice. The men of war which put in- 
to Villaine river after the engagement 
ol Nov. 20. have made a pulh to get 
out, but to no purpefe. As their criti 
cal conjunGure of efeaping is at a fpring- 
tide, there being at other times not a- 
bove eighteen fect water on the bar, and 
teat coinciding with an cafterly wind, 
tis hot very probable that they will 
Ket out foon, clpecially as they are fo 
baitowly watched by a confiderable 
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number of Britith war-thips. Laft ad- 
vices concerning them bore, that two 
of them were entirely deftroyed forme 
time ago; that thote which came down 
to the mouth of the river had retired 
up apain ; and that it was thought next 
winter will finifh them. 

Letters from the Unrtep Provine 
ces bear, that the province of Friefland 
have made the Princefs Caroline pre- 
fent of 5coo florins, and fettled upon 
ber an annuity for lite of the like tum ; 
and that the nobility of the province of 
Overyflel have relolved to make her a 
prefent of 25,0c0 florins, tne like fum 
to be continued yearly. A ietter 
fiom the Hapue, dated April 25. has 
the following pafiape. Only one of 
our three deputics remains in Enpland, 
to fettle the diiterences between the two 
{tates ; and this gentleman writes, that 
at the end of a long conterence with 
Lord Holdernefie, bis Lordihip told 
him, that it was terefeen that the Dutch 
vetiels which were fii detained will be 
condemned with their cargoes ; and.that 
the miniltry were fo much taken up at 
prefent with other bufinefs, that they 
could vot attend to this matter tll at- 
ter a peace, Private letters trom that 
country alfo bear, that fince the palling 
of the act of parliament for encouraping 
the exportation of Britifh fpivits, the 
Siates-General have laid fo heavy a du- 
ty on all fpirits drawn trom corn or fu- 
gar, and imported inta their territories 
trom any place but Germany and France, 
as amounts to an abfolute prohibition. 

On the 18th of March, the deputies 
of the States-General invitesi Maj.-Gen, 
Yorke, his Britannic Majefty’s minifter- 
plenipotentiary at the Hague, and M. 
Helen, his Pruflian Majelty’s minifter, 
to a conterence ; in which they were 
that their High Mighti- 
neiles had taken the refolution to offer 
to the powers at war the town of Breda 
for holding a cougrefs in order to treat 
of a general peace ; and were defired to 
convey this propofal to the kings their 
matters. The minifters ot the other 
principal belligerent powers had like- 
wife the Jame comurunication made to 
them.

The following is a tranflation of a 
declaration, delivered on the 3d of A- 
pril, by the Auftrian minitter refiding 
at the Hague, to his S. H. Pr. Lewis 
of Brunfwick. A like declaration was 
alfo delivered feparately, at the fame 
time, by the refpeétive minifters of the 
courts of Ruflia and France. 


Heir Britannic and Pruffian Majefties having 
thought proper to make known, by the 
declaration delivered, on their part, at the Hague, 
the asth otf November laft palt [xxt. 592-], to 
the ambatladors and minifters of the courts of 
Vienna, Peter{burg, and Veriailles, reliding there: 
“ Yhat being fincerely delivous of contributing 
to the re-eltabiithment ot the public tranquillity, 
they were ready to lend plenipotentiaries to the 
place that dhall be judged the mott convenient, in 
order to treat there. of this important objedt, with 
thoie which the belligerent parties fhall think pro- 
per to authorife on their Gde, for attaining {0 fa- 
lutary an end.” 

Hier Majetty the Emprefs-Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, her Majcity the Emprefs of all 
the Ruffia’s; and his Majctly the Mott Chrittian 
King, equally animated by the defire of contri- 
buting to the re-eitabliuhment of the public tran- 
quility, on a wolid and equitable footing, declare 
return, 

Thst his Majetty the Catholic King, having 
been pleafed to cffer his medation, in the war 
which hasfubhilted for fome 5 cars between France 
and England; and this war having, befides, no- 
thing in common with that which the two Em- 
preties with their allies have likewite carried on 
for fome years againit the King of Pruflia; 

His Chrftian Majefly is ready to treat of 
his particular peace with England, through the 
good offices of bis Catholic Majelty, whole me- 
Giauon he has a pleafure in accepting. 

As to the war which repards dire€tly his 
Fruilian Majefty; their Majefties, the EmprefS 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, the Empreis of 
all the Ruffias, andthe Mott Chrittian King, are 
difpoicd to agree to the appointing the congrcis 
piopokd. bet as, by virtue of their treaties, 
iLey Cannot enter into any engagement relating 
to peace, but in conjunétion with their allies, 


willbe neceffary, in order that they may be ena-. 


bicd to explain themfelves definitively upon that 
fubject, that ther Britannic and Pruffian Majelties 
fhould previouily be pleated to caufe their snvita- 
tion to a congrels to be made to all the powers that 
are direetly engaged in war againtt the King of 
Vreflia; and, namely, to his Majetty the King 
of Poland, Fle@or of Saxony, as iikewife to his 
Majetly the King of Sucden, who oughe {pecifical- 
ly to be invited to the future cougrels. Lung. Gaz, 


On the rceth of April Gen. Yorke de- 


livered an anfwer to the offer of a par- 
ticular town, importing, That the hing 


his mafter thanked their High Mighti- 
nelles for the fincere defire they exprefs 
to put anend to the ravages of war, 
which carry defolation all over Europe; 
that he readily accepted their gracious 
offer of Breda for holding a congref ; 
and that he would be extremely pleas 
fed, from his high regard and invariable 
triendfhip fer their High Mightivefles, 
that all the other powers at war would 
likewife accept it. We are informed, 
that their Chriftian and Pruffian 
Majelties have alio declared their ac- 
ceptance of the offer. The Swedith and 
Saxon minifters at the Hague, have 
made a formal complaint to the depv- 
ties of the States-General, of the little 
regard their High Mightinefles had 
fhewn for their courts, in omitting to 
deliver to them a copy of their retolu- 
tion, in which they made the offer, 
when they could not be ignorant, that 
the Kings their mafters were ranked 2- 
mong the belligerent powers, and took 
a conliderable part in the prefent war. 


In the mean time, it is reckoned by ma- 


ny, that thovgh the principal powers 
engaged in the grand confederacy were 
unwilling to chagrin the minds of their 
fubjects, by fhewing an abfolute aver- 
fion toa congrefs, yet they had taken 
a rcfolution to try what another cam- 
paign would produce, before ferioully 
thinking of a general peace ; and there- 
fore infifted upon the fpecifical invita- 
tion of their Swedifh and Polifh Maje- 
fties, merely to protract the time; fince, 
if a congrefs had been actually held, it 
would have been natural for all the 
powers who thought they had claims to 
be difcufled, to fend minifters thither, 
without fuch a formality ; and as the 
demand of the invitation is conceived in 
fuch general terms, that though the 
Kings of Sweden and Poland were for 
mally invited, it might fill be infifted, 
that the demand made in the declara- 
tions of the courts of Vienna, Petert- 
burg, and Verfaiiles, was not complied 
with; and other powers, we cannot 
guefs how many, mipht be condcicene- 
ed on as direftiy at war with the hing 
of Proilia. In fact, we do not find, 
that their Britannic and Pruffien 
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April 1760. 
{ties have refolved to give any more fpe- 
cific invitation than they have already 
given, As for a feparate peace between 
G. Britain and France, without one be- 
ing at the fame time concluded with the 
King of Pruilia, his Britannic Majetty 
has declared againit fuch a meature. 
We are told, that the Pruilian monarch 
has declared, ‘That rather than give up 
aii nch of territory, he will pufh on the 
war to extremities; but if it fhould be 
propofed to indemnity Saxony with mo- 
ney, he will very readily agree to it. 
By a letter trom Halifax, capital of 
Nova Scotia in NoRTH AMERICA, we 
are informed, that a great many hands 
are employed there in building ftore- 
houles, cleaning wharts, and erecting 
jettce heads, tor the more expeditious 
fitting out for fea the Britith fhips of 
war on that ftation, which can now be 
done without returning to England as 
formerly. Col. Arbuthnot, governor 
ot St John’s turt in Fundy bay, had 
‘drought to Halifax 150 of the French 
that neighbourhood, who call them. 
feives neutral. They were to remain 
in the barracks, till there fhould be an 
opportunity of tranfporting them to Bri- 
tum. It was faid that a great many 
more neutrals would follow their ex- 
ample, through neceility, not choice. 
Advices trom New York, of March 
To. received from a Britifh officer who 
seit Quebee the 26th of January, bear, 
that St Laurence’s river was not then 
froze over at that place; that our 
troops were left in good health and high 
ipints; that they had great plenty of all 
lorts of {alt provifions, and were tole- 
rably lupplied with freth by the French, 
0000 of whom had taken an oath of fi- 
Celity to his Britannic Majetty ; that we 
lad two advanced poits, oneat St Foy, 
aud the other at Loretto, feven miles 
from Quebec, where our people re- 
mained in the greatett fecurity, not one 
perton being killed there fince the fur- 
rcader of the place; that a drum-ma- 
the colony-troops of Canada, 
who had permiffion to fupply the garri- 
with preens, &c. was found out in 
“occavouring to inlift {ome Britith fol- 
wsis into the French King’s fervice, and 


fon 
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perfuading others to defert, and being 
tried by a court-martial, and found guil- 
ty of treafon, was immediately hanged 
up; and that the following articles 
would fetch a great price to thofe who 
arrive there firft in the {pring, viz. can- 
dles, falt, tea, chocolate, coffee, and 
fugar. 

The following further accounts of 
the Cherokee Indians have been recei- 
ved. [156.] 

Charles Town, Feb. 16. We are no longer i® 
pain for Fort Loudon and its garrifon, fince the 
atrival of fome difpatches from thence Wed 
nefday, from Capt. Paul Demere, the comimand- 
ing officer of that fort, to the Governor; which 
were fent by a refolute negro called Abraham, 
(belonging to Mr Samuel Behn, a trader), who, 
being a good wood{man, undertook to bring them, 
upon a promile of his freedom as a reward. —— 
Private letters of good authority, by this negro, 
import, that the Indians had made no attempt 
whatever, to the 2d inflant, to poticfs themfelves 
of that fort, yet the paths were every where 
waylaid, and all communication cut off; that 
the garrifon was healthy and in high fpirits, and 
confifted of 180 men, all determined to fell their 
lives dear whenever attacked, and plentifully fup- 
plied with every necetlary (except Hour) for four 
or five months ; that they had heard of the mur 
ders committed by the people of the Lower 
Towns, fince which Capt. Demere had conftant- 
ly employed fifty men of his garrifon to add to 
the ftrevgth of the fort; that all the towns of 
the Upper Nation were quiet, except Settiquo, 
from whence, it was faid, two parties had been 
fent out againit Virginia; that Old Hop of Chote 
was dead; that the Little Carpenter and Great 
Warrior of Chote ftill profefied “ much friend- 
fhip for the Englifh; that they were itrangers to 
the intentions and outrages of the Lower Chero- 
kees, and had refufid to receive a red hatchet 
and fealp fent to them from thence;” that 
Capt. Demere was however very much on his 
guard, left thofe men fhould be at laft overborn 
by the current, or that prime confideration, their 
pertonal fafety ; and that he had accordingly fene 
to Virginia for fupplies, and to (olicit a reinforce - 
ment, the fort being nearer that colony than to 
this, and a better road; that Mr Butler and Mr 
Brannom, two traders, fuppoled to have been 
murdered, had efcaped from the Middle Towns, 
und were fafe in Fort Louden. A fipply of hogs 
being arrived there, jul before the prefent diftur- 
bances happened, is confiimed. ‘The abilities of 
the officers there are fufficiently known ; fo that 
we have not the doubt of that gartifon’s 
being properly taken care of, efpecially as Capt. 
Demere is reckoned to have as much influence 
and intereft with the Little Carpenter, the Great 
Warrior of Chote, and other beadmen of the Up- 
per Cherokees, as any other man whatever, if 
ot more.

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The laf accounts trom Licut. Coytmore, are 
of the inffaac, by the fame expreis which 
broveht the abuve intelligence. They mmport, 
roat the Cherokees (till contmued to befet Fort 
Prince George; that the hills about and in fight 
of it were full of Indians; that it was almoit im- 
pia€ticable to give or receive intelligence ; that 
many of the garrifon were fickly, but that it 
was well fiipplicd with firewood, which was the 
ealy thing they flood in need of bcfore; chat the 
hottoges tor the obtervance of the late treaty, had 
been demanded to be selealed, but were tillin 
cultody; and that the numbcr of Cherokees tn 
about Boo, and diiperted in patiics 
{fiom 12 to 40 men sn cach. 

From Ninety-fix, welearn, that, on Saturday 
the 2d inttint, a party of the parrifon there went 
out on a teout, and furprfed two ttout young 
Cherckees, whom they brought prifoners to the 
fort; and that about go Indians attacked that 
fore the next day, firing upon it inceffantly tor 
two hours ; but were bravely repulfed, and had 
two of their gang killed, whofe bodies they car- 
ried otf, after burning down Mr Goudie’s dwell - 
ing hous. None of the garrifon was burt, but 
Mir Samucl Behn, who was fightly wounded in 
the head; and Mr Andrew Woilhamfon, as he 
was mounting a horfg, to refeue from them a 
negro man and a boy, a waspgon and tive horfes, 


wluch the Indians bad taken, belonging to Dr 
Murray, was thot through the fleeve of his cuat, 


m at the fhoulder and out at the elbow, without 
recewving any hure bimiclt. 

Almoth every day accounts are brought from 
diftient parts of the province, of the wncurfions 
of the Todins, of the sunrders and ravages com.

ribly cut with tomahawks, and lett for dead, and 
others icalped, yer alive. In the fe quarters there 
are now fevers) forts, and all filled with mof 
wretched people, dethitute of every thine. Fort 
Moore is repaiting and enlarging by thot? wlio 
have Hed thither for protection. Four miles trom 
this, on the other fide the river, is Fort Au- 
gutta.

They 
then put on his white cap, took off his neckcloth, 
and put on the halter, which was a common 
one, fnot a filken cord, as was faid to have been 
jometinies vied on fuch occafions }. He then 
ftepped up ona bulk, or little {caituid, ra'fed in 
the middle of the other ; and it was explained to 
hind in what manner it would fink, by a poft be- 
ino knocked from under it. H's cap being pull. 
ed over his eyes, Mr Sheriff Vaillant gave the 
Gooal tor removing the pott, by ttamping with his 
foot. 

His Lordthip was turned off about two minutes 
hefare twelve, and feemed to die very eafy ; 
thooch he experienced fome additional circum - 
{tances of fuffering from ill management. After 
he wos put in a proper pofition for being execu- 
ted, it was fome time before the ftep on which 
he tlood could be Aruck away, during which 
dreadful interval he more than once lifted up his 
cap to fee what theexecutioners were about; and 
when at la(t it was ftruck down, it was not fo 
cleared as to hinder his touching it with his feet, 
wiih for afew moments kept him hanging on 
tiptoce His hands turncd prefently remarkably 
black. Soon after he was turned off, the hearfe 
and mourning-coach drew up to the {caffold, and 
a acl, covered with black, was taken out of the 
hearte. His Lordihip’s body, efter hanging an 
leur and five minutes, was cut down; and the 
taell, being raifid up on end, the body was dropt 
into t, and carried upon fix mens fhoulders, and 
put into the hearfe, and attended by the two the- 

itl, to Surgeons hall. The people of Tyburne 
houle firtt demanded a guinea for each perfon ; 
but hnding no readinefé in complying with their 
extravagant demands, they lowered their prices 
to crowns and half-crowns. 

The Rev. Mr Whitefield, and one of his at- 
tendants, were at the place of execution by nine, 
and had their coach drawn clofe up to the {caf- 
fuld, and the horfeFtaken off; but it being noti- 
fied to him, that his preitnce was not neceffary, 
hie never came out of the coach.

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this time, that the private lefture on the vi/cera 
was in rotation: fo that his Lordfhip’s body was 
not expofed to a public leCture. 

On going out of his apartment in the tower, 
he declared, in a folemn manner, that he never 
had any malice againtt Johnfon; that he was, 
and had been for dome time, under an unufual fit 
of a difordered mind ; and that he was not in his 
perfect fenfes at the time of the murder. He 
earneftly prayed to God to forgive him, and ve- 
ry often to receive bis (oul; {cemed very tleady, 
and died with preat decency. 

His Lordibip expretled great defire to have his 
fentence executed at ‘Tower hill, faying, that an 
execution at ‘I'yburn was much beneath the digni- 
ty of a peer. 

‘The fentiment of a certain high perfonage 
concerning this nobleman, ought publicly to be 
recorded, as worthy the illuftrious protector of a 
free people. diltinguith,” faid this perfonage, 
preatly between the caie of treafon, and that 
for which Karl Ferrers ftands conviéted. Con- 
nections, prejudices, education itfelf, often render 
the unhappy traitor a fit objeét for mercy ; he 
being in other refpeéts, perhaps, a valuable man, 
and a good fubjeét: but for this Lord, he can be 
confidered only as a common enemy to his fel- 
low-creatures, and as fuch not fit to live among 
them.” 

The corpfe was expofed to public view at Sur- 
geons-hall next day to 2 great number of f{pedta- 
tors. A large incifion was made from the neck 
to the bottom of the thorax or breaft, another 
quite acrofs the throat, and the abdomen, o1 
lower part of the belly, was laid open, and the 
bowels taken away. Thlie intrails were remark- 
ably found: the furgeons declared, that in the 
whole courfe of their practice they never obferved 
in any fubjeét fo great ligns of longevity. The 
genticman who attended, exhorted the {petators 
to guard againft the direful effedts of paffion, as 
even a nobleman could not be exempted from 
the fatal confequences of it.

country, [have waited filencly, though 
with a reipectful impatience, for the op- 
portunity which is now given me, of 
haying my whole conduc before this 
court; tor my whole condud relative to 
the atlair of Minden {hal} now be laid 
before you: which has not hitherto been 
cone; neither could it be done, by wit- 
nelies who Jaw but a part, and faw 
that part but imperfectly ; and where- 

r they have been obliged to {peak to 
matters of Opinion, or what they could 
Hot tee, have not been able to dilengage 
ther minds trom the influence of the 
prejudices excited againft me by the im-

Am now come to that period when 

the infuence of prejudice can no 
longer aflcét my cafe, when the true 
ftate of it will at length be laid open, 
and every man may form his jadgment, 
not from any partial repretentations, 
but from his own reaton and conviction.

I hope I have thewn already my fenle 
of that favour, by contributing every 
thing in my power to facilitate the pro- 
ceeding.

But it mult be clear to 
the court, that there was no mention 
of the ieft in the order itfelr which Capt, 
Ligonier delivered. This order remo- 
ved every doubt that had attended the 
former, was not accompanied with any 
difficulty in the execution, but was per- 
tedily clear and explicit, Did Lendeavour 
to raile any objection? Did 1 even que- 
lion Capt. Ligonier upon it? Did I 
then helisate one moment to obey it! 
Capt. Ligonier bas faid, that,. without 
miking him an anfwer, immediately 
drew my fword, gave the word to march, 
and the troops advanced. So fudden an 
obedience demonttra tes what difpolie 
tion Thad to obey every order that I 
uncerftood; and the court may judge 
tom hence, that I would have obeyed 
every other order with equal alacrity, 
h ad they been equally clear.

ance of a contradi¢iion in the evidence

He fpoke it, by his own account, alter 
the line bad advanced a few paces: the 
drums were then beating; for they con- 


‘tinued fo, by Capt. Smith’s depoiiion, 


till the halt: Capt. Ligonier’s orders 
had not occafioned me a moment's re- 
flection; and it might very naturally 
happen in that fituation, that he might 
have faid fomething about poing to the 
lett, which neither I nor any perion a- 
buut me heard. 

In a very thort time after the caval- 
ry was in motion, Col. Fitzroy arrived, 
and delivered me an order to advance 
with the Britifh cavalry only, to the 
lett. Timimediately halted the cavalry 5 
aad was, I confels, aftonifhed to receive 
an order contraditory to every idea, 
that either from former orders, or trom 
my own obfervation, I had formed of 
the fervice of the cavalry that day; and 
1 could imagine, befides, no poilibie 
reafon for dividing the cavalry, and 
bringing up the Britifh only. 

The court will eafily enter into the 
doubts which at that time perplexed 
me; for I think there has never yet 
been any tolerable reafon afligned for 
this difference in the orders. “ihe ene- 
my, as every body knew, was greatly 
luperior to as in cavalry; the attack 
had not begun when Col. Fitzroy was 
tent off, confequently the enemy's ca- 
valry Was not then weakened. Why 
then fend for an interior body of caval- 
ty? Was it to avoid delay, as has been 
Jometimes given out? why then tend 
tor the Britith cavalry, which, being 
potted on the right, were at leaft halt a 
mile more diftant trom the enemy than 
the Hanoverian? J could not but ima- 
gine at fit, that there was a miitake ia 
the delivery of the order. I faw Col. 
Fitzroy out of breath, and much hur- 
ned; I detired him not to be in a hur- 
TY, to recollect himfelf, and deliver his 
orders diftingtly. He then repeated his 


Orcers again. I exprefiid my furprile, 
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and told him, that Thad but jutt recei- 
ved orders trom Capt. Ligonier to ad- 
vance with the whole cavalry; and that 
I could not imagine that the Prince 
meant to divide them. Col. Fitzroy 
then faid, that Capt. Ligonier aud he 
left the Prince at the flame time, and 
brought the fame order. 1 thea atked 
for Capt. Ligonier: he came up, and 
allerted, in the ttrongeit terms, that his 
order was right; and laid, that he wou!d 
anf{wer for ic with his honour and his 
commiilion. Col. Fitzroy continued 
gually pofitive, that his orders were 
right; and infilted, that they brought 
the fame orders, and left the Prince ac 
the fame time. I defired, that they 
would agree what their orders were, and 


that L was ready to execute either of 


them: they both continued equally po- 


fitive. I fiw no method from them of 


clearing up that contufion. afked, 
whether the Prince was at hand, and 
where they had lett him?) Col. Fitzroy 
anfwered, that he had left him jult on 
the other fide of the wood, not a great 
way off, and coming towards us. Lim- 
mediately determined, what every man, 
I believe, in the like fituation would, 


to have an explanation of thefe orders, 


when it could be obtained by poing { 
little a way, and when the triiling de- 
lay that that could occafion, mult bave 
becn of much leis prejudice to the fer- 
vice than an impropcr obedience. 

J have related the ftubfance of what 
pafled between Col. Fitzroy, Capt. Li- 
gonicr, and myte!f, from the whole de- 
pofitions taken tovether. ‘They all 
apree, in general, that Col. Fitzroy and 
Capt. Ligonier were both pofitive as to 
their orders; that Capt. Ligonier did 
not admit that Col. Fitzroy’s were to 
be obeyed preterably to his: they alt 
underftood that the orders delivered to 
them were the fame, and that they lete 
the Prince at the {.me time. 

Col. Fitazroy’s and Capt. Ligonier’s 
evidence diflers trom the account given 
by Capt. Smith, Capt. Lloyd, Capt. 
Hugo, Lieut. Sutherland, and Lieut, 
Billet. it isnot furpriting that theirac- 
count of this tranlacltion fliould not be 
fo perfect as that of the byftaucers. In

If he had, mutt think 
he would have avowed it. He mipht 
imagine, that] was only envious of Lord 
Granby's praile, not jealous of my own 
honour; and perhaps did not compre- 
hend the manner in which I felt that in- 
dircdt centure. He was uninformed of 
our manners, ignorant of the effect the 
orders would produce here, and unac- 
quainted, upon thele articles, with the 
fenficility of Englifhmen. 

What has been the effect of thef or- 
ders, 1 have never called to mind, fince 
] came upon this trial: I only feared 
them, while it remained uncertain, whe- 
ther the objections to the Jegality of my 
trial could be overcome. I knew no 
anfwer could be made to an unknown 
accufation ; and while I faw mylelf at 
once deprived of all my military com- 
mands, of the favour of my fovereign, 
and the eltecrn of my country, I could 
never learn of what crimes 1 was accus 
fed, bot from) new-papers or pame 
phiets 

Jtold the court my defence confifted 
not in argument, but in eftablifhing a 
true flate ot the facts. ‘That I think I 
have already done, and Tam at a lols 
to conceive, by what part of thele facts 
a Eenerss charge of difobedience can be 
] have tried to divelt myfelf 
ot every prejudice; and to difcover, if 
could, the {trongeft cafe that could be 
made againft me: I don’t know any cir- 
cum{tarce, in which, with the informa- 
tion I then had, I think, upon reflec 
tion, ! could have aéted differently from 
what I did. With the information I 
have fince received, I own I think I} could 
have done much more fervice, had I ta- 
ken upon me to the orders of 
Col. Vitaroy, and marched the cavalry, 
Upon 
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oon mv own idea, towards the wind- 
ull. ddhould then have fallen upon 
the flak of the enemy; and I make no 
doubt, but the Britih cavalry would 
have fhared with the infantry the giory 
ef the day; and, «es miftakes were then 
fortunate, the viery might have been 
rendered more brilliant and complete. 

It is a common charge againft me, of 
schich have taken no notice here, 
{Thad not found, that it had fome ef- 
fe voon the minds of officers who have 
appeared upan this occafion, that the 
cavalry, by my fault, did not engage 
fhe enemy. 

Tit it did not engage the enemy, Is 
certain; but why it fhould be at once 
determined, that it ought to have engae 
eed tie enemy, I own I] cannot compre- 
hend. Had the action of Minden been 
regulated according to the common 
courte of events in war; had not Pro- 
vidence interpofed, in a particular man- 
ner, in favour of his Majefty’s arms; in 
all probability every part of the army 
would have had fome fthare of the ace 
tion. But is it not equally reafonable to 
mnguire, why the greatett part of the in- 
gantry never difcharged a fhot? The 
siory of that cay was referved for the 
ix brave regiments, who, it will {carce- 
lv be credited in future ages, by a fingle 
attack, put forty battalions and fixty 
quadrons ta Light.

I have fisted the fa@s fo fully, that 
I will not enter into any obfervations on 
the particular matters of the prefeut 
charg:. have fhewn, that, on the 
part of the day, Ll was noc deficient in 
diligence or activity ; that I made ever 
preparation for executing Capt. Wiat- 
zingerode’s order that a few minutes 
would permit ; that I initantly obeyed 
Capt. Ligonier’s; that, upon Col. Fitz. 
roy’s order, and the difpute between 
Capt. Ligonier and him, I was juftified 
ia going tothe Prince. The orders J 
then received from H.S.H. did not de- 
termine either of thele to be right, 
The Prince’s orders 1 immediately put 
in execution. 

The movements for that efe24 Thave 
already explained to the court, and fub- 
mitted the propriety of them to their 
experience and judgment ; only I flatter 
myfelf, that whatever opinion they fhall 
entertain of my abilities, my ready o- 
bedience to the orders J did underftand, 
my zeal for the fervice, taking upon 
myfelf to order up the Britith artille- 
ry, and my fending to the Prince, up- 
on hearing that he was making a mo- 
tion to the right with fome infantry, to 
acguaint him, that the cavalry, as then 
petted, could be of no fervice, and to 
defire to receive his commands, will ju 
ify my motives, and fhew that I was 
hot wanting in my inclinations to obey. 

Thefe are the whole matters of the 
charge again{t me, for which I now ftand 
at your bar, deprived of the rank I had 
the honour to hold among the generals 
who fit here. Other officers betore me 
have fuffered by mitreprefentations in 
the opinion of their fovereign and their 
country ; my cafe is in this refpect pe 
culiar, that I was condemned upon ine 
finuations only.

It was in confequence of the fupply- 
committce’s refolutions of April 10. and 
May 21. [xxi.

did at Sheernefs and Chatham in the 
year 1667. Notwithftanding the pree 
fent fuperiority of our navy, it cavnot 
be entirely trufted to; becaule a tiorm 
at fea, or a contrary wind, may pree 
vent its being» ble to intercept an ivae 
ding enemy: tlerefore the ‘themes and 
the Medway ought both to be better tee 
cured by forts than they are. Which 
might be eafily done; as there are feve,

Thas any one, or all of our judges 
nay be ditimifled by the next fuccef> 
jor to our crown.
